PJAVING premifed thefe few Things, by 

Way of Apology for this prefent Pwblication; 
before I Conclude the PREFACE, I thall ten- 
detly Offer to Parents (ome of my Thoughts con- 
cerning EDUCATION; which being a Mat- 
ter of Great Importance to our Off-/pring, much 
might be written on that SubyefF; but being will- 
ing to avoid many Particulars, 1 thall, with as 
much Brevity as may be, only touch on the fol- 
lowing Heads. 

As we fhould Efteem Our Children fome of 
the bett Oxtward Treafure we ate, or can be pof- 
felled of; they being a peculiar Blefing frons 
GOD: So we ought to be Thankfultu Him for 
Them, and Pray to be Endued with Wifdom 
from above, and Enabled by His Grace, Righrly 
to Difcharge our Deties toward them, 

Weoughtto employ our moft {erious Thougts 
and fome of our Time in their Ezucarion: [mean 
that Part peculiarly belonging t@ Parexss, which 

, } A4 is 
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is, To endeavour all that in them lies to Implant 
in their Minds-a Senfe of Piety and~Virrne, and 
to Train them up inthe beft Things. This would 
prove more advantageous to Children, than the 
getting a great deal at Riches forthem: for we 
ee: feen, that many who have been more foli- 
citous in getting great, Portions for their Child- 
ren, than in training them upin Pirsne, have 
had fuch, as have quickly confumed, what their 
Patents have. for many Years been. getting by. 
their utmoft Care and Induftry, 

‘IT would not be underftood, as tho’ I lay all 
the Strefs in the Duty of Parents and in a Good 
Education; for they may faithfully difcharge their 
Parts, and yet have bad Children; tor unlels the 
Bleffi ing of GOD goes along with their Exdea- 
vours, and their Chiliren ey Regatd to the 
Teachings of the Grace of God in Sheotelyés.. 
which reproves them for Evil, and affffs them in 
well-doing, all the Labour and. Care of Parents 
will Prove ineffeétual, But ‘tis often obferved, 
where there is a Religious Concern on the Minds 
of Parents, to train up their Children in Piety, 
and Virtue, and they! have taken fuch Methods 
in Edxcating them, as ate confonant thereunto: 
{uch Good and Chriftian Endeavouts have -fel-. 
dom failed’ of Succefs. And nor only fo, but 
there is alfo a great Difference between thofe,. 
who have difcharged their Parts, and thofe who | 

. ” have 
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have not; + fot if. the Rana of the firft fhould 
rove Extravagant, and turn their Backs on the 
Good Advice and Counfel of their Parents; altho » 
it will be Caufe of Sorrow and Grief, to fecany 
of them in danger of being Lost > yet they cam 
not want Satisfaction in this, that nothing has) 

been neglected onthe: Parts, 

On the contrary, the Jaft will not only have 
the Affliction and Sorrow to fee theic Children 
prove bad; but when they ferioufly reflec on 
them(elves, and their own Mif-conduct, they will 
then have Caufe to fear, that the Ratz of theit 
Children may, in a great Meafure, be laid at the 
Parents Door: which mutt be atwo-fold Afflidti- 
on, whenever fuch come to be rightly fenfible 
thereof. f 

Therefore 'tis the indifpenfable Duty of Parents 
‘n the firft place, To endeavour to be Good 
Examples to their Children: for it cannot be ex-’ 
pected they fhould follow the Advice of their Pa- 
rents, if they fee them not in the Practice © 
thofe things they recommend, and that they 
cake Care to catty themfelves Prudently in theit 
Families; for Children have very quick Eyes ¢ 
Ears, and take more Notice of the Fords and 
Aétions of their Parents, than many ate aware Of: 
And therefore we ought to: be exceeding Careful 
what we Say or Do before them; for our Cov 
duit and Behavicur ought to be fuch, as may 
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their Advice afterwards feldom ptoduceth any 
Geod Effeg, 

And there is one Thing that is of 3 petnici- 
us Confequenee, and ought carefully to be a- 
voided ; that is, Father and Mosher not Agreeing 
in their Ludgments, but often differing and dif- 
Peete even before their Childress not only a- 


ted; the other through 2 foolith Fendnefs, thal! 
in icate, or at leatt Extenuste the Fault of the 
Child. By which Means they weaken the Hands 
of each other, to the great Fury many times of 
their Of priny, tage 
And therefore if Parents thould at any time 
© Of diferenp Semtingents, they ought to dif. 
COurfe the Matter Privately between themfelves, 
and not in the Tearing of their Children; and

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putting in Prattice that excellent Advice which 
‘ Mofes gave to the Children of Jfrael, Saying, 
yp Therefore fall ye lay up thefe my Words in your 
Heart and in your Soul, - - And ye foall teach 
5 thems your Children, [peaking of them when thow 
,/ittcft in thine Honfe, when thou walkeft by the 
Way, when thou left doton and when thou rifeft 
up.(x) And it is very often feen, that the good 
Impreffions that Children receive from their Pa- 
rents in their tender Years, are noteafily worn out 
And to the End that the Good Advice of Pa- 
rents might take the better Effect, great Endea- 
vouts fhould be ufed to have (if poflible’) fuch 
Servants as ate Religionsly Inclined, Sober, Dif= 
ereet and Orderly, for Children, being much 
in their Company, are liable to receive Impref- 
Gons from them, and if they are Prod, Idle, ill- 
Natured, apt to give Bad Language, of corrupt 
in their Afawxers, they often inftill the fame in- 
to them: And alfo to keep them from Reading 
of Idle, Romantich, and Prophane Books and’ 
Pamphlets; . that often Infect the Minds of 
Youth, and which Children are too apt to pleafe.

Now if Parents expe& to make their Work 
eafie, and prove the more Effectual, they muft 
be fure to begin with their Children betimes; 
it being eafie to bend a Twig while ‘tis Young.

Table, who will Cry or, Crave al= 
moft for whatfoever they:feey and mult be ferved 
the fart; without tegard.to the Perfons prefents 
and others quietly fic without asking for any 
thing, bur will contentédly take whatfoevertheir 
Parents fhall, be, pleafed to, give them: And this 
is occafioned. by the different Management of 
their. Parents, And. oftentimes thofe, that have 
been Hunsoured, from their Cradle,.and Indulge 
as they grow up, have, gotten fuch.2 Head 
ovet jtheic,Parents, that it has been ever after 
éut of their Power to fabdue their Wills. 

_. We onght carefully to. obferve the. Tenépers 
and Difpofiriens, of sous, Children, and. be al- 
ways jready, to take Notice of any Appéatance 
of Goodin them; thereby to cherifh it;.and 
if at any) Time, we, perceive that which isGom-~ 
mendable and Praife-worthy, to encoutage ce

ment of their Chilare, to endeavour to eftablith 
in them a Senfe of the Tine Love they bear them 
which will naturally gain both Lowe and Efteens 
fromtheir Childrens and when once there is a 
True Love fixed in theit Minds , they will often 
be fearful of Offending thole they Love; and that 
Fear which is fettled upon a Bottom of Love and 
Duty, is far more durable than that, which pro- 
ceeds from the Fear of a Red and Punifhment. 
Not but that Correé#ion may fometimes be made 
ufe of, but then it ought not to be on every 
Slight Occafion, but for fome Great Offence, as 
when they are ob&inate, and wilfully disobey 
their Parents, or tella known Lie. or the like: 
but then it ought to be performed with a Great 
deal of Difcretion, and that without Anger ot 
Paficn; and Endeavours fhould be ufed firft, te 
convince them of the Evil they have committed, 
and of the Grievousnefs of the Crime, and then 
Corre& them f{edately and coolly; for if it be 
done ina Heat, and the Refentment of the Fault 
is mingled with Pafien, it feldom reaches the 
Mind, or has any good Effect; bur they are then 
as to conclude, they are corrected to gratifie 
heir Parents Humor and Paj/ion, more than for 
the Fault they have committed: and in fuch a 
Cafe it often doth Children a deal of Injury; but

rents Zeve and Kindness as well as Reejen and 
Judgement , and that it tends to their own Geod, 
it commonly proves advantageous to them, 
And as Children fhould {feldom be corrected 
by Blows, but upon extraordinary Occafions; fo 
too frequent Chiding them for every little Of- 
fence, fhould carefully be avoided; for the con- 
tinual Ufe of it upon every fmall Occafion, ma- 
kes it too.cheap and familiar, and leflens the 
Authority of Parents, and renders them the lefs 
regarded: and Children that are brought toa 
ready Compliance with their Parents Comemands 
when they are little, and kepr ftriétly to it as 
they grow up, and Obedience being thereby be- 
come in a Manner habitual to them, a Wink or a 
Nod will many times be fufficient, without fre- 
quent Chiding: but when that doth not do, and 
Words are to be made Ufe of, they ought to ba 
Kind, Grave and Seber, veprefenting the Unbe-~ 
comingnefs of the Fault, rather than Railing at 
the Child for it: for paffiexate and hafty Chiding 
too often carries J? and Unbecoming Language 
with it, Children can eafily difcern between Rea» 
fon and paffion; the one teaches the Underfland« 
ing, and often makes an Impreffion upon the 
Mind; the other tends to harden them in their 
Faults and to flight their parents. 
As Children ate capable Care fhould be taken 
to provide fuch Alafers, Miftreffes and Tutors, 
as

as are Perfons:tiot only Religious and Learned 3 
but alfo well Qualified for the Education of 
Youth; perfons of good Temper and conduct, 
_ that together with Learnixg, may teach them 
Virtue and gocd Morals, and will deal with them 
in aGentle, Winning and perfuafive Way, and 
not in the Rough, Rigorous and Severe Method 
of Blows and Stripes; they may and ought to 
correct the Stubborn and Rebellious, but Re- 
proof and Admonition ought to precede cor- 
rection. Children are Rational Creatures, and 
fhould be Argued with, and endeavoued to be 
convinced by Reafon: for a School fhould nor 
be a meer Houfe of Corretion, but rather a 
place of Delight and Recreation; which Masters 
may make. by their difcreet and prudént, con- 
d&&3™ but when they thal! cofrect: or chide 
otheir Scholars in paflion and Anger for every 
* Fittle Offence, more to gratifie their: paflionate 
Tempers, than for the Fault committed, it ma- 
kes a School a Terror to children, and tends 
very much to the Hurt and Hardning of Youch; 
And therefore what is before recommended to 
parents, ought to be put in practice by Matters, 
Miftrefles and Tutors. | 
Now before I conclude, I fhall add, That as 
Indulging children in their Humours and not 
Subjecting their, Wills whilft they are Young, 
is hurtful and pernicious: So to gratifie them in

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Habit of Idlenefs: and eke fome good Im- 
ployment, fuitable to their circumftances fhould 
be provided for them; for thofe who are bred 
up,in pride and Idlenefs, commonly (if their cir - 
cumftances permit it) live in Luxury and {pend 
many of their Thoughts that might be better em- 
ployed, in contriving what they thall eat and 
dtink, and fome times can hardly invent any 
thing delicate enough for them. 

‘Tis no Wonder then that fo many, whofe 
Education has been after this Sort, mifcatry : 
for although fome, who have had large Be- 
ginnings, and might have lived in good Re- 
putation; yet asfoon as ever they have gotten 
their portions into their own Hands, they have 
Lived fo much in Pride, Idlenefs and Extra- 
vagancy, that they have quickly run out all 
their Eftares, and reduced themfelves to Po- 
verty: when others, who have had very fmalt 
Beginnings; yet by their great Frugality, Induft- 
vy, and Application to their Bufine/s, have ( with 
the Blefling of GOD accompanying their ho- 
neft Endeavours) lived confortably, and been con- 
fiderably raifed in the World. ; 

And ‘tis frequently feen, that many young 
People, when they Marry..and have competent 
Portions to fet up their Trades withal; having 
laid out great Part thereof in rich and unfuitable 
Prefents, fine Cloths, coftly Furniture, and Fit- 

tag 
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‘ting up their Houfes, and other Fine Things, 
‘that they might well have been without; 
have had very little left to carry 


on their Trade: and then with High and Extra- 
_vagant Living, and Neglect of their Bufinefs, they 


have quickly run fo much in Debt, that they 
have been forced to break: and by their own 
Folly have brought Ruin upon themfelves. 

Whereas, if fuch had not at firft fo Foolifhly 
run out their Stocks, but been Frugal, and took 
Care frequently to examine into the State of their 
Affairs, and made their Expences fuitable to their 
Bottom and Income, and been Diligent and In- 
duftrious in their Bufinefs, they might have lived 
well by their Trades, and been a Comfort to 
themfelves and Relation.
